One of the most distinguished merchatts 
of this city has just returned from a touf 
through the Atlantic and Gulf States of the 
South. Hig report of the financial and busi- 
néss condition ‘of that part of the country is 
Dot so eucourag ing as we could wish. Le 
informs us that there ia so great a demand for 
money in all the Southern States that it read- 
ily commands oneand a half per cent. a month 
interest. The cotton crop of the last year 
was very large, exceeding four millions of 
bales, but the price it bas brought has not 
been profitable. ‘The only cities of the South 
which bear any marks of prosperity are Sa- 
vannah and Atlanta. Savannah, especially, 
has risen into great prominence since the war, 
principally through the operations of the 
Georgia Central Railroad Company. 

This company not only conduct an exten- 
sive Jine of transportation, but also are heavy 
Lankers; and by making advances on ayri- 
cultural products, they obtain .the control 
of the business of carrying thei to the 
seaboard and of their exportation. Savan- 
nah has thus become the second city of the 
South in regard to the amount of its 
exporis and of its business generally.
